DRAFT REGUL.ATIONS

with the fire or heating- 

(b) the examination required by clause (a) shall 
be made with approved flame safety lamp and a cage 
containing silitable birds or other means of defecting 
carbon monoxide gas approved by the Chief Inspec¬ 
tor. 

(5) The manager pf every mine shall prepare, 
and establish a detaileii scheme for the provision and 
maintenance of suitable firt-fighting arrangements, 
for the prevention, detection, dealing and control of 
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any heating cm- fire, for the examination and mainte¬ 
nance of the protective measures taken to contrpl or 
isolate a fire or heating and for ensuring safety . ol 
persons en^ged in the ?aid operations, Th© scheme 
shall be suitably modified , and kejrt up dated w thc 
situation warrants. 

(6) Where in any mine or part thereof the provi¬ 
sions of clause (by of sub-rule (2) above have ’'not 
been complied with, or where in the opinion of the 
regional inspector the step so taken are inadequate, 
he may give notice in writing to tit© owner, agttnt' or 
manager, requiring him to take such protective mea¬ 
sures, within such time, as he may specify theroin. 
In the case of non-compliance with the requirei^jefits 
of the notice, tlm r^onal inspector may, by an or¬ 
der in writing, prohibit until tli© requirements of the 
notice have b6en complied with, the employmenf in 
the mine or part, of any person whose employmciil in 
his opinion ts not necessary for the purpose of comp¬ 
lying with,the requirements aforesaid.'^ 

22, For regulation 120 of the said ■ regulations, 
the following regulation shall be substituted, 
namely 

"120. Equipment and organisation for fire-rfight- 
iiig (1) in every opencast or underground mine— 

(a) unless expressly exempted in writing by the 
regional inspector, water mains of metglic 
construction throughout andlitted with,an 
adequate number of taps, not more-titan 
100 pietres apart and capable of delwei- 
ing to all working places and, all otbo' 
places of fire risk includirrg coal stocks, 
spiil heap containing carbonaceous-mate¬ 
rial, exposed coal surfaces liable to heat¬ 
ing etc. an adequate quantity of water at 
sufficient pressure for the purpose of effi¬ 
cient fire fi^tiiig shall bo provided and 
kept maintained. Hosepipes not less than 
60 metres in length, with ; necessary stan- 

, dardised fittings shall also be kept .rea¬ 
dily available at suitable places; 

(b) fire stations wiffi a suitable supply of fijn;- 
figluing equipment Shall be establishe^f 
and kept maintained at convenient ;paiai, 
both on surface and belowground-; and* 

(c) sufficient supply of sand ‘or incombustitilc 
dust or suitable portable fire extingui¬ 
shers shall be provided at — 

(i) every entrance to a mine and at every 
landing and shaft bottom in.use; 

(ii) every place where timber, giease, pil of 

other .inflammable material its stored h 

(iii) every engine room, electrical gear, driv¬ 
ing pnit of roadway, conveyor, diesel 
maintenance workshop and filing station, 

storage battery charging station; 

(iv) every coal-getting machine and heading 
macnine, provided that, wherd the risk 
of frictional ignition is high. the fire 
extinguishers provided with such ma¬ 
chines shall be automatically operated 
and 
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(v) such other special places of fire risk 
as may be specified by the manager. 


(d) an up-to-date fire-fighting plan showing the 
water mains, taps, fire-stations, pumping 
stations, ventilation system, escape routes 
etc. shall be kept maintained and a copy 
thereof posted in the mine office and at 
fonvenient places belowground. Adequate 
number of persons shall be also tmined 
in the use of fire-extinguishers and in-fire- 
fighting. All such persons shall be made 
familiar with the positions of all fire-fight¬ 
ing equipment provided in the mine. 

(U) (a) Soda-acid type extinguishers or water 
sliall hot be used for fighting oil or electrical fires. 

(b) Foam type extinguishers shall not be used 
for fighting electrical fires. 

(c) Fire-extinguishers containing chemicals which 
are liable, when operated, to give off poisonous or 
noxious gases, shall not be provided or used below¬ 
ground 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall be 
deemed to prohibit the use belowground of fire- 
extinguishers giving off carbon dioxide when 
operated. 

(3) A competent person shall, once- at least in 
every month, examine all the equipment, material 
and arrangements provided for fire-fighting. A 
report of every such examination shall be made in 
a bound-paged book kept for the purpose and 
shall be signed and dated by the person making the 
examination. Any deficiency found during any 
such examination or otherwise shall be immediately 
remedied.” 

23.- In regulation 122 of tlic said regulations —

“ (2) In any working mine, in which fire is known 
or belivctl to exist on any ground broken by ex¬

or isolate the fire; and 

(b) no work other than the precautions re¬ 
quired by clause (a) shall be done in any 

art of such mine unless, the area on 
re belowground or connected with fiie 
on surface through broken strata is effec¬ 
tively sealed off from tile remaining parts 
of the mine and adequate steps have been 
taken and kept maintained to prevent the 
passage of air from the surface into the 
fire arca^thfough^ any broken, spfita and 
in the case of opencast jvorking}. the .fire 
is adequately controlled. 


(i) in sub-reflation (4) in clause (a) after 
the words “heatii^ belowground" the 

words "or to seal oft goaf or an area of

into operation. 

(3) Without prejudice to the requirements of
